The “sacred Violence," which Is 
Just another term for “getting the

"Mussolini,” he said, "has head 
ed off an economic revolution fos¬ 
tered by the extreme Socialists un¬ 
der the influence of Bolshevik 
propaganda by bringing on a polit¬ 
ical revolution.
